ny moleſtation, to trade, traſfike and vie their commerce al well by Sea and other waters, as by Land, and 
ſhall repoſleſſe their goods, as moꝛe at lacge doth appeare by the Articles of the ſayd Truce. 
And the moſt Jlluſtrious Archdutes do commaund and charge allandſinguler being under their ſublection 
and obedience, to keꝛpe the ſayd Trace inuiolably, c to do nothing contrary to f;etenonr of the ſayd Truce, 
bpon payne to be puniched, as B:eakers of the Peace? and Treaty, without any mercy, fauour, compoſitt-
